On April 5, 2007, applicant filed a Response to the Notification to Missing Requirements, 
claiming small entity status for this application. The number of employees for the Assignee, 
Zentrum Mikroelektronick Dresden AG as of August 23, 2006, the date of filing for the above- 
referenced 371 application based upon PCT/DE2005/000275, was over 500, and therefore this 
application should have been correctly filed as a large entity. 

However, since the filing of the application, the number of employees has changed, 
effective April 1, 2007, and the applicant is now entitled to small entity status. When this 
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application was originally filed on August 23, 2006, it was the undersigned's understanding that 
this application was a small entity. 

Applicants request under 37 CFR § 1.28(c) and pursuant MPEP § 509.03 to correct the 
entity status from small entity to large entity status for the initial filing of the application.
